A foreigner can 
take out a patent in the United Ningdom, manufacture his goods 
at home and import them duty free into the United Kingdom, while 
forbidding their manutacture in that country. The new patent act 
is mtended to remedy this by compelling the patentee to work his 
patent, after a reasonable interval, in the country, under pain of 
forfeiture. There is not another country in the world which would 
not demand as much, but foreign nations have become so used to 
the right of free entry to the Inglish markets as to regard any 
attempt to regulate this tree entry as an injury to themselves. . 
The change brought about by the new patent act is, of course, 
departure from the rigid principles of free trade. So, for that 
matter, are the duties on wine and spirits, and tobacco.
